G e o rg e will undertake the fonding of 
a new British ministry, this is the 
chief topic of affairs in the political 
situation and with the leaders anxious 
to know the personnel of the new cab­ 
inet and what are the prospects for 
getting together a 
combination 
that 
will have proper support from pa ilia 
mein. 
Few,*if any, of the liberal members 
of Mr. Asquith’s cabinet are expected 
lo accept places 
under 
Mr. 
Lloyd- 
George. 
Such men as Lord Robert 
Cecil are likely to stand aside, it is 
said. 
It is assumed that at the con­ 
ference at Buckingham palace the new 
premier was assured of ample aid. 
Provincial papers like the Manches­ 
ter Guardian and Monchester Post ap­ 
peal to the liberals to give the govern­ 
ment a fair chance, as it is generally 
assumed that it is the embodiment of 
British determination to win the war, 
According! o one estimate Mr. Lloyd 
George can rely on the support of 
Unionist members and seventy liber­ 
als, and hopes to have the backing of 
the labor members. 
It is also repre­ 
sented that Mr. Lloyd George will he 
able to offer concessions to the na­ 
tionalists lo bring them into line in 
support of his administration. 
As far as Ila* cabinet is concerned, 
the new premier has a nucleus in A. 
Uonur J at w. Lord Derby, Lord Curzon, 
S ir Frederick E. b ilith and S ir Ed ­ 
ward Carson, while Viscount R. End­ 
ing, the lord chief justice, is likely to 
join 
tho 
ministry. 
Other members 
may he drawn from such men as Sir 
Frederick Cawley, member 
of 
the 
house of commons, from Prestwick di- 
v isiun of Lancashire and S ir George 
Pollard, member of the Reels division 
of Lancashire, who have accomplished 
special work in committees. 
Dr. Christopher Addison, parliamen­ 
tary under secretary for munitions, is 
almost certain to have a place in the 
cabinet, and Col. Winston Churchill, 
former first lord of the admiralty, is 
slated for high office. 
Under the cir­ 
cumstances 
it 
is 
believed the con­ 
struction of the cabinet will be a mat­ 
ter of only a day or so. 
A test of the 
strength ot the new cabinet may be 
gained when the matter of finances is 
taken up. 
Today’s 
session 
of 
the house of 
commons was expected to be a for­ 
mal one. 
It seemed doubtful whether 
many ministers would be represented 
in its proceedings. 
According 
to 
the 
Central News, 
the labor party lias decided to ac­ 
cept the invitation to be represented 
in the new government.

tem are suggested by figures secur 


ed bv 
the Missouri agricultural ex­ 
periment 
station. 
A fter 
seventeen 


years continuous cropping to corn of 
less than 12 bushels an a c r e were re­ 
cured as compared to about 50 bush­ 
els on ground that had been planted 
to corn, wheat 
and clover in rota­ 
tion, and about 54 bushels on a rota­ 
tion of corn, oats, wheat, clover and 
two years of timothy. 
A little time 
spent 
in carefully 
planning rotations 
before beginning 
the spring work w ill pay bigger re­ 
turns than the same amount of time 
spent rn the fields. 
A good n o p rotation should include 
(I) a good cultivated crop, such as 
corn, (2) a humus and nitrogen ad­ 
ding crop, such as clover, cowpeas or 
soy beans, particularly 
if 
they 
are 
turned under, and usually (3) a small 
grain or grass crop. 
Some of these 
crops 
have roots 
only near the 
surface 
and 
others 
draw their food from greater depths, 
so that crops in 
rotation 
do 
not 
wear out the land 
as 
rapidly as a 
single crop planted year after year, 
but no rotation can build up the soil 
fertility or even avoid wearing out 
the soil unless the products are fed 
on the farm and the manure return­ 
ed to the fields, or legumes like clov­ 
er, cowpeas, or soy beans are grown 
and perhaps turned under to keep up 
the nitrogen and 
organic 
m atter in 
the soil. In some cases it m ay be 
necessary to supply phosphates, pot­ 
ash or lime. 
Noncompeting 
crops 
should 
be 
chosen instead of 
crops 
that will 
compete with one 
another 
for the 
farm er’s time so far as possible. For 
example, the first cutting of alfalfa 
may demand attention 
at 
the same 
time corn should be plowed, 
while 
the timothy and 
clover 
coming on 
later w ill make less competition. The 
additional yield of alfalfa m ay more 
than overbalance this difficulty, and

Our readers recognize the flaming 
warning ol a diphtheria or smallpox 
sign tacked on the door o f 'a house. 
You know’ that back 
of 
that 
sign 
luik a host of malignant germs ready 
to attack and destroy the health of 
your bright-eyed, 
rosy-cheeked 
ohil- 
dien. 
\ ou know* that the one safe 
thing to do is to keep aw’ay from a 
house that is marked with one of those 
warning signs and to keep your chil­ 
dren away from them. 
If a stranger were to advertise in 
your papers and distribute posters in 
your schools inviting your children to 
come to one of these marked houses 
lo get bargains in candy or nuts or 
toys, you would drive him out of the 
community and strictly 
forbid 
your 
children to even approach the house 
ot disease and death. 
Next in contemptible m eanness to 
the man who would lure children into 
a disease infected house to take away 
their health and happiness and even 
their lives is the man who lures people 
into his place of business for the pur­ 
pose of robbing them of their hard 
earned money under the pretense of 
giving them unheard of bargains. 
It is very seldom that a man in an 
established business 
in 
your 
horfte 
town or elsewhere will stoop to such 
dastardly 
business 
methods. 
Ordi­ 
narily they realize that no perm anent 
and lasting business success can be 
built by such dishonest and deceitful 
methods. 
Usually, some out of 
town 
crook 
sneaks into town and rents a vacant 
store 
room 
on a prom inent street. 
Then he ships in a big stock of junk— 
odds and ends, damaged m erchandise, 
pieces th at are not up to standard, 
things that are out of style or that 
have some hidden defects or goods of 
an inferior quality th at 
have 
been 
bought for the purpose of aiding in 
the deception and robbing of the buy­ 
ing public. 
Invariably this m erchan­ 
dise is of a poorer quality than the 
m erchandise carried in stock by your 
perm anent, reputable and honest deal­ 
ers. 
It is usually m arked to indicate 
a high value. 
The next step is to take large space 
in the local' new spapers if they will 
accept the copy, or to send out dodg­ 
ers announcing in big 
black 
faced 
type that these goods are from the 
stock of some firm that has failed or 
has 
been 
burned out. 
The words, 
“Fire Sale” or “Bankrupt 
Sale” 
or 
“Sold by Order of Court” and similar 
expressions are freely displayed and 
tho readers are led to believe that be­ 
cause of the m isfortune of som eone 
else they are offered an opportunity 
to save money. 
% 
The windows of the store room are 
covered with flaming signs announc­ 
ing that they are selling out at “25 
cents oh the dollar” or some such ri­ 
diculous figure. 
Or it is announced 
that the stock is being sold “By or­ 
der of the court.” 
Some times they 
merely say “$5 ,000 worth of m erchan­ 
dise ordered to be sold,” leaving the 
inference that a court had ordered the 
sale. 
W hatever form they take, these big 
black and red signs in a store window’ 
usually have about the same meaning 
that a diphtheria sign has. To those 
who know’, they carry a, warning that 
danger lurks back of them. 
To those 
who 
have 
investigated 
such 
sales 
these lurid signs with their extrava­ 
gant claims are simply invitations to 
the people to come in and be robbed. 
They are usually swindles deliberately 
planned and executed. 
The auction sale is about the w’orst 
form of this thieving business. 
W hen 
you go into such a place you think 
you are bidding against 
an 
honest 
competitor who w ants the article as 
much as you do. 
Usually this is not 
so. 
Well trained by-bidders and imag­ 
inary bidders are used to run the price 
up on you. If you don’t go high enough

w e have investigated many of them 
and have yet to find one that will or 
noes give their patrons an honest bar­ 
gain or a square deal.

They 
had broken mouths and cost him $5 a 
head. 
Up to November 23 of this 
year his account with them is as fol­ 
lows : 
Sold wool to the am ount of $2 0 0 ; 
101 lambs at $10.65 
net 
apiece, 
or 
$1,075.65. 
He has 108 ewes w*orth at 
present price $7. each or $756. In other 
words, he has all his money back and 
$1,431 for his w*ork, interest on in­ 
vestm ent and cost of keep. 
The m a­ 
nure will more than pay for the labor 
and the interest on the original cost. 
The lambs were sold November 23. 
They ran in 13 acres of soft corn and 
soy beans and also ran over IO acres 
of alfalfa since October I. 
Over half 
the corn was gathered out for the 
hogs. 
Suppose it cost him $2 a head to 
keep the sheep a year; the interest 
on the money invested at 8 per cent is 
$48. 
If his corn would m ake 25 bush­ 
els per acre and the lambs ate half of 
it, and the alfalfa would have m ade 
500 pounds of hay per acre, the 
count would look like this:
